The Committee inted by Mr. Wheat- 
ley, the late British Minister Health, has 
presented its second interim report on the 

‘new materials or methods of construction 
which are or may be available for the build- 
ing of houses for the worki1g classes.”

The Committee urge that there should be 
no prejudice against a concrete gcois 
Concrete is entirely reliable from a strehg 
point of view. It can be mixed and placed 
either with the ordinary shovel or by mechani- 
cal appliances, and the jointing materials are 
thoroughly well distributed. 

The Committee’s conclusions are summed 
up as follows :— 


(1) That houses built of poured in situ con- 
crete are satisfactory habitations. 

(2) That this method of building which eco- 
nomises in bricklaying an HAON Ó'n 
enables a building to be comple 
am Ú and almost entirely by other than 
skilled labour. 

(5) That various improvements have been in- 
troduced in the way of giving a pleasing 
outside surface and a smooth inside sur- 
face to such buildings, with a minimum 
of labour drawn from the skilled building 
trades, and that further improvements 
in these directions should be carefully 
studied and assisted

18 the consicered opinion of the Com- 
mittee that, broadly sibekinie. the various 
forms of concrete construction ofier a very 
effective sin to the normal methods of 
building. ot only is the house built in con- 
crete satisfactory, but it utilises labour and 
material in plentiful supply. The Committee, 
therefore, recommend that focal authorities 
should, wherever necessary, include in their 
housing programmes houses built of one of the 
various forms concrete construction, and 
by so doing not only meet the demand for 
houses, but also absorb labour that is largely 
unemployed. 

The use of concrete for he construction of 
dwellings in the form of pre-cast blocks is 
not a new or untried method, state the Com- 
mittee. Since the wat large numbers of satis- 
factory concrete dwellings have been erected 
in which several methods of construction have 
been employed. Most of these schemes, how- 
ever, rely to a lesser or greater degree upon 
the employment of those expert trades in the 
building industry which are most scarce and 
which are essential to ihe ‘equirements of 
the present building programme in materials 
of cénstruction other than concrete. There is 
a sufficient body of experience to show that 
comfortable, dry and healthy dwellings, satis- 
factory in appearance, can be constructed of 
concrete. Suitable aggregates, representin 
five-sixths or more of the ingredients EN tor 
are to be found in most districts: They re- 
quire no skilled labour to prepare, and the 
quantity available is generally plentiful. The 
getting, crushing, screening and preparation of 
the materials would afford occupation suitable 
for men now unemployed. 

THE BEST METHODS. 

One of the best methods, which in the 
Committee's opinion wold substantially sup- 
plement the output of houses, is the use of 
concrete placed or poured in sifu between 
wooden or steel shutters. Poured concrete of 
a special character, in which the proportion of 
cement to a suitable agzrezate is reduced to 
1 in 9, is incorporated in housing schemes in 
Holland. Effective buildngs have been con- 
structed by this method up to three storeys 
in height with walls only abou* Sin. thick, 
in which there is a high percentege of voids, 
and conseqvent lightness of stitcture. In 
these houses the walls are finished externally 
by cement rendering or roughest, and inside 
by ordinary commercial plaster. These plas- 
tered surfaces, together with poured concrete, 
form the outer walis, and no air space is re- 
quired. In Holland, where plasterers are 
available in sufficient quantity to keep pace 
with the other emplovés engaged on the 
houses, this form of structure is possible. In 
Great Britain, however, the plasterer is one 
of the most scarce kind of employé, 

The report points out that, in order to 
minimise plastering as far as possible, in 
many cases a fair finish can be roduced by 
carefully stopping all holes, rubbing down 
and applying cement wash with a brush, and 
so preparing a surface sufficiently well to take 
paper or distemper. Ccncrete floors, parti- 
tions and roofs have been satisfactorily con- 
structed in some of the existing heusing 
schemes in this country, and linoleum or cork 
carpet on concrete floors has been in use with 
hard wear for upwards of 20 years in 
office blocks, Such flcerc ma~ be more ex 
pensive than wooden ones, but they do not 
necessitate carpentry work, and the use of 
steel shuttering would probably avoid the use 
of plaster work 

“The question of an efficient system of 
easily moved shuttering is one of the greatest 
importance in connection with poured in situ 
concrete houses. Your Committee have seve- 
ral such systems before them, but we submit 
that the last word in this connection has not 
been said, and we suggest for your considera- 
tion that the offer of some substantial pre- 
mium for the best and most economical sys- 
tem of shuttering capable of being erected, 
though not necessarily constructed, by un- 
skilled labour should be made. '' 

The report is signed by all the members of 
the committee, in which the building opera- 
lives are represented by Messrs. R. Coppock 
and G. Hicks, officials of their federation. 


ASPHALTE AND CONCRETE 
SURFACES. 


-“ 


.Tests have recently been carried out to 
discover the cause of skidding which has been 
reported on some sections of road surfaces, 
and recommendations will be made to the 
appropriate authorities to obviate his trouble 
in the future. 

It has been noticed that complaints of ex. 
cessive skidding are seasonal, and usually 
come in the late autumn, when ground frosts 
and dew result in a thin skin of moisture bein 
deposited on the surface. At the suggestion o 
the British Ministry of Transport, a technical 
committee chosen by the Asphalte Road- 
makers’ Association examined the problem. 
Its conclusion’ was that asphalte roads with 
particularly smooth surfaces needed to be 
treated with a mixture of fine grit bound into 
the surface. Suitable modifications will be 
made in future according to the: traffic con- 
ditions, for the whole problem is largely 
irise by the speed of the traffic. The 
higher the average speed, the more necessary 
it is to ensure a good grip on the surface. 
Each form of road material has its particular 
advantages according té local conditions, and 
this must be remembered when comparisons 
are made, as they frequently are, between 
the mileage of concrete roads in America and 
in England. The United States has few, if 
any, steél-tired vehicles on the road, whereas 
in England there are between 12,000 and 
15,000 registered, and it is argued that steel 
tires are particularly destructive of the surface 
of a concrete road. Concrete road sections 
must, therefore, be chosen in relation to the 
traflic, owing to the constant’ hammering 
action of steel tires. Such tires tend to com- 
press the asphalte-treated road, and, theoreti- 
cally, when the asphalte has reached its maxi- 
mum compression its effective life is ended, 
and it should be renewed. 

Concrete has not that quality of compres- 
sibility, and another factor which is said to 
influence its use is the greater humidity of 
this climate. These í require careful 
consideration when choosing road suriaces. 
There is also the destructive effect of the 
constant hammering action of heavy traffic, 
which tends to induce a wavy formation to a 
road surface. So powerful is this action that 
even granite setts laid on a concrete founda- 
tion have been found in time to become wavy, 
and with the weight of traffic increasing each 
year the problem becomes more important.

The Russian Enigma. 


To-day the enigma of Russia’s fate is as 
baffling as ever, and the Western 
European tries in vain to form a reason- 
able estimate of her condition. The latest 
news concerns Trotaky. After the Brest- 
Litowsk ‘‘ negotiations" Leo Bronstein, 
which is the Russian leader’s real name, 
leaped to the front of Soviet affairs, and; 
in company with Lenin, carried on the 
government of the country, such as it was, 
until the latter’s death. Wenin was the 
thinker and idealist. Trotsky was the 
man of swift and determined action, 
whose word was his followers’ law; 
and the two, working in close intimacy, 
succeeded in bolstering up a _ rotten 
régime which, without them, probably 
would not have survived a twelvemonth. 
After Lenin’s death, however, Trotsky’s 
star began to set. He became too moderate 
for his colleagues on the Soviet. Like 
| many another revolutionary chieftain, he 
recognised that, in the long run, revolu- 


| promise, and, if he had lived, he might 


“into which some mischievous boy had poked 
a stick, and generations must pass before 
it can be restored to normal life. The 
restoration, however, is in progress. 
Bolshevism in Russia has failed definitely, 
and the ‘‘ imprisonment "’ of Trotsky is 
merely a futile effort to prolong its lease 
of life. Lenin, before he died, realised the 
fate of his mad dreams and admitted the 
-mecessity of compromise with what he 
termed ‘‘ capital,” In fact, he did com- 


have been able to persuade his unfortunate 
dupes to retrace their steps towards the 
road from which he had lured them. Trotsky 
cannot make a volte face with Lenin's 
ease ; but, undoubtedly, he has abandoried 
his programme of a world revolution, and 
that is something to the good. Russia 
must complete her own salvation. We 
have little faith in the emigrés who talk 
of a Romanoff restoration and Are anxious 
to replace a Bolshevist by a Tsarist 
tyranny. The nation that produced Tolstoi 
and Dostoiefisky cannot be kept in slavery 
for ever, and the day is coming when the 
Zinoviefis, the Kameneffs, and also the 
Trotekys, will be called to stern account 
by the people whom they have betrayed. 
In the meanwhile, Russia's friends can do 
nothing to help her, but they will hope 
that the end of her long agony is in sight. 
The Allied peoples have not ceased to 
remember with gratitude the great sacri- 
fices which she made to save them from a 
common foe. 


Australia’s Shipping Trouble. 

We are accustomed to the freakish 
tyranny of Labour in these islands; but 
even in Dublin few disputes have been so 
irrational as that which has disorganised 
the whole shipping trade of the Australian 
Continent for many weeks. The history 
of the affair was outlined yesterday by 
the Sydney Correspondent of The Times. 
Labour is all-powerful in Australia, 
and its economic policies have been 
dominated almost invariably by a short- 
sighted selfishness—witness, its hostile 
attitude to immigration from Great 
Britain. The present trouble had its 
origin in 1917 when, during a strike, the 
Shipping Labour Bureau was established 
at Sydney by local loyalist workers. To- 
day it consists of some one thousand men, 
all of whom are ex-soldiers of the Great 
War; and since its inception it has been 
a thorn in the side of unionism. The 
Waterside Workers’ Federation has sought 
to force the shipowners to abolish the 
Bureau, and, in October last, it decided 
that all maritime unions must cease to 
work overtime until this object was 
achieved. An immeédiate. effect of this 
decision was the stoppage of work on four 
inter-State vessels at Sydney; but some 
of the unions showed little enthusiasm, 
and the Federation adopted a change of 
tactics. It began, quite arbitrarily, to de 
nounce certain ships as “black ’’—that is 
to say, untouchable by union labour: One 
of. the first victims of this move was the 
P. and O. liner Mongolia, which found 
herself unable to discharge at Fremantle 
and was forced to carry her full cargo to 
Sydney. In the meanwhile a number of 
minor disputes was organised on all sorts 
of petty points. Crews resigned suddenly. 
Preposterous claims were made without 
notice. The men of one vessel actually 
demanded overtime pay for the task cf 
dipping the flag in salute to an Australian 
warship. In a word, the Commonwealth's 
whole shipping trade was interrupted. 
Now a political issue of much importance 
has been raised, as the result of the Prime 
Minister's intervention. Mr. Bruce sum- 
moned a conference which agreed that the 
Sydney Labour Bureau should be abolished 
at the end of February, and that its 
members should be absorbed in the Water- 
side Workers’ Federation. The Bureaa, 
naturally, objects to the threatened extinc- 
tion. It has appealed to the New South 
Wales Government, which has promised 
to support it; and so a situation, already 
nearly ruinous, may be complicated by a 
conflict between a State Government and 
the Federal Government. This difficulty 
does not seem to be relieved by the sea- 
men’s decision, at Sydney and Melbourne, 
to- resume work on the terms of a recent

Disarmament. 


It may be regarded as’ certain that the 
Disarmament Cofference at Geneva is 

tponed sine die. All through it has 

n recognised that the decision of the 
Cabinet to submit the Protocol to the 
Dominion Governments meant that it was 
thought impossible that it could be carried 
out at present. Many influential people 
are of opinion that the time is not ripe 
yet for a conference forthe reduction of 
armaments, and that it would be wiser 
to let it be said quite frankly rather than 
that there should be a supposition that the 
British Dominions are hot in sympathy 
with the Motherland on the making of 
pacific gestures towards foreign countries. 
Germany is really an unknown quantity 
at the moment as regards armaments, and 
until her position is perfectly clear and 
satisfactory to the Allies there is certain 
to be a continuance of the feeling against 
disarmament on the part of other 
countries. 


Liberal Bickerings. 


The pacific calm in the Liberal Party, 
following upon the announcement of Mr. 
Asquith’s peerage, has not lasted long. 
sad it is foreshadowed that there will be 
some lively discussions at the meeting of 
the Liberal Convention to-morrow and on 
Friday. The leaders of the recently- 
formed Liberal group, founded as hostile 
to Mr. Lloyd George, may try to stampede 
the Convention against him. Mr. Lloyd 
George is attending the Convention only 
as a delegate, and not as a leader of the 
party in the House of Commons, and Mr. 
Asquith alone will welcome the delegates, 
since Mr. Lloyd George has not been in- 
vited to assist him in his task of greeting 
some two thousand people individually. 
Peace of a kind may be restored before 
the Convention gets to business, but the 
somewhat significant statement is made 
that Mr. Lloyd George has expressed no 
present intention of resigning his position 
as sessional chairman of the party in the 
House of Commons. It will probably be 
found that Mr. Asquith will make a 
strony appeal at the Convention that the 
necessary support shall be given to Mr. 
Lloyd George to enable him to carry on in 
the House. Should the appeal fail, then 
some very definite step may be expected 
on the part of Mr. Lloyd George. 


The Electricians’ Strike. 


The electrical engineering strike is ge 
ing, and the men employed at Bucking- 
ham Palace, Marlborough House and St. 
James’s Palace came out to-day. The 
Cabinet, which met this morning, had a 
statement as to the possibilities of the 
strike placed before it, and a meeting of 
the Joint Industrial Council was held 
during the afternoon.

INTER-ALLIED DEBTS.

NO RENUNCIATION BY FRANCE 


PARIS, Wednesday 

M. Herriot, the Premier, dealt only very 
sriefiy with the question of inter-Allied debts 
n his speech on the Government's forei 
policy in the Chamber this afternoon. 
said that the Chamber would realise she 
\lhes’ susceptibility in the matter, and 
there was @ danger of misinterpretation of 
even the best intentions. 

He desired, however, to repeat what MM. 
Poincaré and Viviani had said—that France 
did not intend to renounce her debts. At 
tbe same time, France had a right to appeal 

» the solidarity of the Allies. Conversa- 
tions had begun, and this led him to pay a 
tribute to the cordial spirit in which My. 
(hurchill had replied to the letter of M. 
(lementel, the Minister of Finance, on the 
subject of debts; “but,” continued M. Her- 
riot, “it would be an imiquitous injustice to 
France not to take into account the facts of 
the situation. The Dawes scheme tei 
Germany a loan which helped her to live. 
Sums had been advanced to France during 
the war which had helped France to defead 
herself, but at that time France was grow- 
ing weaker and losing her substance. Our 
Allies,” he added, “' are certainly ready tw 
help us. France has always been loyal, and 
she will continue so, but she counts on tha 
solidarity of her Allies.” 

M. Herriot had opened his speech with a 
eulogy of the Geneva pro , which, he 
announced, would shortly be submitted to 
Parliament for ratification. There was some 
nilarity when the Premier added that France 
had signed it first, and now awaited the 
signature of the other Powers. 

M. Briand, intervening, declared that the 
ignature of the protocol was the act of his 
political career of which he was most proud. 


PEACE WITH RUSSIA. 


From the subject of debts, M. Herriot 
turned to relations between France and 
Russia, and declared that it was impossible 
to leave Russia any longer outside the 
European Community of Nations. The 
whole policy of the French Government was 
turned towards peace, and a peace which 
did not include Russia would be a fictitious 
peace, but, at the same time, he warned 
Zinovieff that the French Government would 
not tolerate any intervention in French in- 
ternal affairs. 

As regards Tsarist debts, M. Herriot re- | 
fused to agree with Rykoff’s contention that 
they were contracted for the sole benefit of 
the Tsarist régime. Thousands of millions 
had been .Jent for railways, municipalities, 
banke and industries, and they served to 
organise Russian economic life. The Soviets 
m show good faith towards France. 


GERMAN ARMS MENACE. 


After Russia, the evacuation of Cologne 
was the next subject with which M. Herriot 
dealt. Be began by declaring that his policy 
aimed at realising an agreement with ooth 
sides, that the entente between France and 
‘ireat Britain was indispensable to peace. He 
wanted to make it clear what the occupation 
of the left bank of the Rhine meant to 
trance. France did not intend to remain on 
the Rhine for ever, but her presence there 
was, perhaps, the last condition of France's 
security. Great Britain and the United 
Ntates had offered the guarantee pact in ex- 
change for unlimited occupation of the left 
bank of the Rhine, and France had accepted 
the. Treaty of the régime of occupation on 
condition that Great Britain and the United 
States compensated any deficit in French 
security by the promise to intervene in the 
event of aggression, and she had the right to 
remind her Allies of their promise, 

M. Herriot proceeded to draw a black 
picture of Germany's failure to carry out 
the disarmament clause of the Treaty, and 
drew particular attention to the military 
organisation of the Defence police 

Schutpolizei), pointing out that, con- 
trary to the Treaty, the German Army 
had reconstituted its general staff and 
high command under a generalissimo, with an 
‘ ‘traordinarily perfected technical side. The 
old Prussian militarism still existed, and be- 
hind the dust which it was trying to throw 
into the Allies’ eyes, it was prepared for an 
assault upon people who wanted only peace As 
regards the political situation, the Premier 
said that Germany in the recent elections 
had not stemmed the tide of military re- 
action, and he added—“I say to our Allies 
to our friends of the English. democracy, and 
fo Ttaly—we must take care; we must watch 
what is happening over there.” _ 

In conclusion, M. Herriot said that he 
wanted to work for the peace of Europe and 
of the world. but as the first guarantee of 
that peace he wanted the segurity of France.

LUCAN TRAMWAY.

A GREAT LOSS TO THE 
DISTRICT. 


The Dublin and Lucag Electric Railway will 
cease operations to-night after more than forty 
years’ service to the pare of the valley of 
the Liffey and of Dublin in general. The last 
cars to run will start from Parkgate and from 
Lucan, respectively, at 10.15 p.m. For some 
time, at least, a supply of electricity for light- 
ing will be available for the consumers 
between penn as and oe , and the 
company’s garage for motors and bicycles in 
Con ll road, Dublin, will remain open. 
Mails and newspaper parcels will be carried. 

The only hope for the ation of the 
line lies in its acquisition by the Dublin 
United Tramways, and its linking up with the 
city tramway system. It is und t 
the Dublin company is prepared to take over 
the concern, and that the arrangement of the 
terms of transfer would present little, if any, 
difficulty. The trouble about the mattér is 
a legal one, for the Dublin United Tramways 
omy ay could not sink ing up to 
£75, in the Lucan tramway, when under 
their Act they may have to their 
whole tramway system to the Dublin Corpora- 
tion in 1938. 

Negotiations between the Government and 
the Dublin United Tramways. Company have 
been in progress for some time. y have 
reached a stage that gives every ground for 
hope that the company will be put in a posi- 
tion to undertake the service to Lucan. The 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, however, 
is out of Ireland at present, and nothing de- 
finite can be done in his absence. The general 
manager of the Dublin Tramways Company 
told an /rish Times representative yesterday 
that if his company got powers. to run the line 
there would be practically no interruption of 
the service. While re-making the line to the 
standard gauge in use in the city they would 
keep the existing roadway and rolling stock in 
operation. 

The closing of the line has oyused some- 
thing like consternation in the district that 
it served. The many who depended on it as 
the most trustworthy means of travelling in 
and out of town are not the only sufferers. 
The loss of facilities for getting goods and 
parcels carried quickly and cheaply is re- 

arded as a very real one. The threat to the 
fighting of churches, a large convent, schools, 
and public and private houses is serious, and, 
worse still, in oy ot wate ~ machinery se 
securing & su of water by pumping wi 
be nós.

HOUSING THE ARMY AND 
POLICE.

The ninety-second annual report of the 
Commissioners of Public Works, which covers 
the financial year 1923-1924, has been sub- 
mitted to the Minister for Finance. 

The Commissioners state that they were 
relieved of the maintenance of military 
barracks, except at the Curragh Camp. The 
work of building cottages for ex-Service men 
of the British Army fell off greatly during 
the year, and towards the end of it the 
trustees appointed to continue this work 
took it up, and had relieved the Com.mis- 
sioners of all further duties, except to com 
plete unfinished houses. ri 

On the other hand, housing of the Civic 
Guard occupied much of the Commissioners’ 
attention during the year; a special Act for 
compulsory acquisition was passed to facili 
tate the work. 

Claims for premises commandeered by tho 
National Army involved much inquiry and 
negotiation. 

HAULBOWLINE. 

Haulbowline Island and Dockyard were 
taken over by the Free State Government at 
the beginning of the financial year, and 
were used for military purposes. garrison 
of varying size; rising to , was stationed 
in the barracks. The hospital was occupied 
by Army patients uii up to 140; and 
certain steam trawlers which had been pur- 
chased from the Marine Department of the 
Army were put into the dockyard to be re- 
conditioned. The dockyard staff also carried 
eut repairs to dredgers. 

‘Yowards the end of the financial year the 

arrison was uced to a small number, and 

e reconditioning of the trawlers ceased. 
The dockyar1 staff had accordingly been re- 
duced to a skeleton. 

The Government had announced its desire 
Ao continue and increase the use made of 
the dockyard, and to give employment to the 
many trained shipyard workers in Queevs- 
i&own and the ineighbourhood by suitable 
arrangements with a firm of shipbuilders, 
but hitherto this had not proved practicable. 
CIVIC GUARDS’ ACCCQ{MODATION. 

The housing of the Civic Guard was, and 
would be for some time, a very troublesome 
problem. The organisation of the Guard re- 

uited the occupation of 837 stations in the 
Pree State, outside the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police District. In 770 out of these 837 cases 
barracks of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
formerly existed, but in only 111 out of these 
770 were the buildings immediately available 
for the use of the Guard. By the end of the 
year a number of these buildings were re- 
conditioned, and the tota] number occupied 
bv the Guard had increased to 155. 

In 581 cases the Constabulary barracks had 
been either destroyed or seriously damaged. 
Arrangementa were made to rent houses to 
serve as temporary barracks. 

THE FOUR COURTS. 

At the Four Courts building works of repair 
were being carried out to restore the outer 
shell of the central of the building— 
namely, the portico, the central hall, and the 
drum and roof over. it—to something like 
their original appearance. No attempt was 
being made at internal reconstruction. 

Contracts were made for building twenty- 
four new national schools and for extensions 
in eighty-six schools. '

A LEADER WANTED

In the course of a leading article upon the 
“ National Convention of Liberals,” which 
meots this morning. The Times observes :— 
Regarding the question of Liberal leadership, 
we have already expressed our opinion that 
tha choice of Mr. Lloyd George as Lord 
Oxford’s eventual successor, though almost 
inevitable, is not the wisest that could 
be made from the Liberal point of 
view. Nobody doubts that Mr. Lloyd 
George is by far the most commanding 
a Á among the Liberal members 
of the ouse of Commons, and nobody 
doubts that in ordinary circamstances that 
consideration is conclusive. The attempt 

in the early seventies of the last century 
to put a figurehead over Disraeli was seen to 
be ridiculous before it was put to trial. When 
Gladstone forced the Liberal Party to try a 
similar, but more hopeful. experiment in 
1875. the event showed that no other Liberal 
could lead the party so long as he remained 
in the House. Ii may be that the same con- 
siderations now apply to Mr. Lloyd George, 
but many detached, but friendly, observers 
of the situation think they do not... That w 
for the members of the party to decide, and 
their feelings on the subject appear to be 
eomething more bitter than merely divided. 

But it may be permitted to those who, 
while not of the party, would gladly 
aee its revival to recall the fact that when 
parties have been divided it has not always 

n among their most brilliant leaders that 
they have found the right man to preside over 
th« re-union. In its uneasy years after 1900 
the Lfberal Party possessed Lord Rosebery, 
Mr. Asquith, Mr. John Morley, and Mr. 
Lloyd George, all men by the side of whom 
Sic Henry Campbell-Bannerman was an in- 
significent personage. Yet it was he and not 
any of thom who the party to the great 
victory of 1906. So the rivalries of Castle- 
a and Canning were safely quieted down 
un the mediocre Lord Liverpool, whose 
Premiership was the longest of the nineteenth 
century. Is there no such mediocre personage 
to-day who might give the Liberals time to 
forget the rivalries and jealousies of the last 
ten years?

RECALL OF MR. M. SMIDDY 
SUGGESTED. 

The following statement appears in 
Westminster Gazette to-day :— 

The Government of the Irish Free State has 
been considering the situation created by the 
recent action of Mr. Michael Smiddy, its 
Diplomatic Envoy in the United States. 

Mr. Smiddy accepted to be the chief guest 
at a banquet organised by the Sulgrave In- 
stitute, for which 2,500 invitations were issued. 
Just before the banquet was due to take place 
Mr. Smiddy wrote that “ circumstances oblige 
me to recall my former acceptance,’’ and the 
invitations had to be cancelled. 

The Institute concerns itself with fostering 
friendly relations between the United States 
and Britain, and the suggestion is put for- 
ward that Mr. Smiddy, although personally 
a strong upholder of the Free State, was 
influenced by extreme anti-British forces among 
the Irish- Americans. 

It is understood that his recall from Wash- 
ington is now probable. and in that event 
it is doubtful whether the Irish Government 
will appoint. a successor, at any rate for the 
present.

FORGED.

JUDGE ON “ COCK AND BULL ” 
STORY FOR DEFENCE. 


Mrs. Mary Shirnan, Ballyfarnon, Co. Ros- 
common, was charged at Boyle yesterday 
with endeavouring to obtain £100 from the 
City of Dublin Assurance Society by pre- 
senting a death claim and forged death 
certificate and other documents, in respect of 
her mother, Mrs. Margaret Cunnane, Bally- 
farnon, who was alive at the time. 

The evidence for the prosecution was that 
the accused; woman, who was the assistant 
registrar of births and deaths at Bally- 
farnon, forged a document certifying that 
her mother died on August 2nd, 1924. The 
names of two men in the neighbourhood were 
signed to a document certifying that 
Margaret Cunnane died on that date 

Officials of the Society ssid that they re- 
ceived the claim from their local agent. John 
McGowan. 

The men whose names were in the docu- 
ment certifying that Mrs. Cunnane was dead 
said that she was still alive. and that they 
never signed the documenta. 

The accused woman said three men raided 
her house, and one of them, with a revolver 
to her head, made her give them a death 
certificate relating to her mother, and the 
policv, This was the first time that she had 
told that because the men threatened her. 

The agent, John McGowan, said that a 
statement that he made to the Civic Guards 
that he received the claim from the accused 
woman and sent it on was untrue, He had 
been ‘“‘held up” by armed men, taken to 
an unoccupied house, and there forced to 
sign the documents in reference to the claim.

as would lead to a further reduction in railway 
rates for both passengers and goods, without 
unfairness to the stockholders. 

With regard to mails delivery, the Ministes 
for Posts and Telegraphs had undertaken that 
when the new arrangements in connection 
with the premises at Westland row Station 
were in working order the Knglish mails would 
be delivered earlier than at present, and, in 
addition, it might be possible to arrange for 
a later evening collection. It had been ar- 
ranged to proceed immediately with the re- 
construction of the General Post Office in 
Sackville street. When the arrangements were 
completed they would only have the two 
premises in Sackville street and Westland 
row, and this would make for efficient and 
economical service. 


REDUCTION OF TAXATION, 


The President expressed bis regret at tha 
absence of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, whom he had invited to address 
that meeting.

Continuing, Dr. Murphy moved the adoptions 
of the report, and said that probably the most 
important of their Special Committees was 
that which was set up in response to a sugges- 
tion made by the Minister for Finance. Last 
October Mr. Blythe invited the Chamber te 
make such recommendations for the reduction 
of taxation as the considered opinion of tha 
Chamber might deem desirable and to the 
advantage of the State. A committee, unde 
the. chairmanship of Mr. Mackie, was formed, 
but the report was not yet available. 
References had been made tv a committes 
which met last week with the object of devis 
ing some method of dealing with the hard. 
ships suffered by the thrifty as a result of the 
eyying in the first instance the full rate ol 
tax by both the Irish and the Rrigish Govern- 
ments on the product of the investments of 
those who, while living in one of the countries, 
had invested money in the other. The 
Council sent representatives to that 
ing, and were prepared to co-operate 
In every way with those who had 
undertaken the work of devising a solution of 
these difficulties, which should not be beyond 
the wit of man. 
Reviewing the events of the year, he said 
that the outstanding fact was the passage 
into law of the Railways Act, which became 
law last July. This bill was not sought for 
by the railway companies, but was altogether 
designed and put forward by the Government, 
and on the Government rested the responsi: 
bility for the wisdom or otherwise of the 
step. When the railway companies perceived 
that the Government was determined to put 
‘this bill through, they considered that it 
would be better and more patriotic to avoid 
in every way obstructive tactics, and try to 
make the best of a bill which would have to 
be worked in any case. The directors and 
all the higher officers of the new Amalga- 
mated Company were giving the most anxious 
thought and careful work for the purpose of 
effecting economies in an effort to enable the 
company to meet the reduced charges without 
inflicting hardship on the railway stock- 
holders. 


THE CHIEF DANGER. 

The greatest danger, to his mind, cf this 
amalgamation was the facility with which the 
unified railways could be fationalised if the 
present or any future Government of the Free 
State should decide to follow that course. He 
need not dwell on the dangers of that policy, 
the failure of it in every country that it had 
been tried, the inefficiency and high charges 
which were liable to result, and the increased 
privileges to railway servants—-so that they 
virtually become a privileged class--and the 
enormous opportunities for jobbery which 
would certainly follow from nationalisation. 

Dealing with the question of taxation, he 
said that the serious situation caused by 
heavy taxation in the Free State had been 
pointed out, and the members of the Govern- 
ment had had dinned into their ears the 
evil effects of the continuance of the high 
income tax: how it caused the exportation of 
capital, prevented investment in indutsries in 
this country, brought about unemployment, 
and how it tended to damage the credit of 
the Free State generally. It was the duty of 
everyone in the Free State to make himself 
a thorough nuisance to the Government by 
insisting on every possible occasion that 
economy must be practised. 


PESSIMISTIO PROPHECIES, 


He did not for a moment intend to 
join those who made pessimistic prophecies 
about the financial future of the 
country or violent attacks on the Govern: 
ment. Such attacks were unworthy and 
unjustifiable. He agreed that the Govern. 
ment was entitled to wk thst criticism 
should not merely be destructive, but con- 
structive, helpful and expressed courteously, 
although a similar courtesy had not always 
been extended w the members of the 
ness community by the President of the 
Executive Council of the Government. The 
Finance Minister had done a great deal in 
the direction of economies but the public 
ans felt that not sufficient had been 
one.

ROADS IN COUNTY DUBLIN. 
LETTER FROM THE COUNTY COUNCIL. 
TO THE EDITOR Or TIE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—I have been directed by the Vounty 
Council to bring to the notice of the public 
the following matters arising out of the up- 
keep of roads in the County Dublin. For the 
past year or more the increase in mechanically 
propelled vehicular traffic, which now repre- 
sents 75 per cent. of the total traffic carried 
by these roads, has not been catered for 
owing to the limitation of the funds which 
could be provided directly from rates. This 
traffic, according to the recent census taken 
by the County Surveyor, is fifty per cent. 
foreign, or coming from without the county, 
and twenty-five per cent. internal. 
At the recent Parliamentary inquiry held 
into the bill promoted by the Dublin United 
Tramways Company for the running of omni- 
buses, expert evidence was given that roads, 
constructed as they have been up to the pre- 
sent, are not capable of withstanding ordinary 
motor traffic, not to speak of heavy lorry or 
omnibus traffic, such as is fast becoming so 
general. The cost of putting the roads into 
such a state could not possibly be met vi of 
rates or even out of the subsidy derived from 
the present system of motor taxation, the 
general opinion being that a contribution by 
users, at least of heavy vehicles like omnibuses 
and commercial lorries, would have to be 
made in aid of the upkeep of indicated roads. 
This power is not yet in the hands of county 
councils, nor have they the power to prohibit 
such traffic, although the roads may be cut 
up to an extent as to render them almost im- 
assable for other traffic. Such an impasse 
as been reached in the a Dublin at 
present, and moneys made available for general 
road maintenance have had to be diverted to 
the main trunk roads, such as Dublin-Naas, 
Dublin-Dundalk, etc., for the purpose of re- 
lieving this state of affairs. his abnormal 
expenditare has necessitated the shutting 
down of all road-work in Celbridge No. 2 
Rural District Council as from the 1st January, 
and part of the North Dublin district as from 
the 29th instant, and the consequent dis- 
i “ris of road-workers. 
ing faced with these facts, over which 
the County Council had no control, a deputa- 
tion waited upon the Minister of Fad 
Government to see if any grants could be 
immediately made available for the purpose of 
certain road reconstruction, as well as to con- 
tinue the employment of the men, as the 
Council were of opinion that the money 
diverted from ordinary work of maintenance 
to meet the damage done by this extra- 
ordinary traffic should be met out of fands 
provided by the users. This the County 
Council considered a reasonable request, 
es meee ng as it appeared to them that a con- 
siderable balance must still remain to the 
credit of the old Road Board Fund from motor 
taxation collected during the British régime, 
as well as that collected since. It would, 
however, appear, from the information placed 
at the disposal of the deputation, that this 
Fund is allocated on the advice of a Roads 
Advisory Committee, which consists largely 
of members representing the motor-owners 
and at least one member representing the 
County Dublin Farmers’ Association, and that 
their policy is more or less framed in the 
interests of motor-owners, who claim they 
have the right to decide where and when such 
moneys are to be released, without any con- 
sideration as to relieving the local ratepayers 
of the undue strain put upon them by this 
extraordinary traffic. Grave doubts were ex- 
pressed as to whether this body. would give 
way to the request of the County Council, 
although the County Council had endeavoured 
to meet their cry earlier in the year out of 
local revenue.

accommodation, coupled with unjustifiably 
high rents, improper and insufficient food, 
and, I might add, in many cases, insufficient 
clothing, accounts for the alarmingly high 
child mortality and the almost chronic state 
of ill-health which seems the normal condi- 
tion for so many children. Yet when the 
cluld is sent to hospital or the doctor the 
treatment recommended is not medicine in 
the majority of cases, but '“ plenty of good 
and nourishing food ’’—when lack of neces- 
saries, approaching at times to sheer starva- 
tion, exists in the home. 

Due, no doubt, to unemployment and bad 
weather conditions, the distress in Dublin at 
present seems more acute than usual even at 
this time of year, but it is always present

Organisations, such as 
this, exist in order to help to alleviate, in so 
fai as it is possible with very limited funds, 
such cases as come under thew notice; but. 
with the best will in the world, such 
attempts are tinkering at an evil that can

TO THE EDTIOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir.—In the reports of Dr. Brian 
Crichton’s lecture to the Rotary Club, on 
the 26th inst., the need for an organised 
effort to secure better housing conditions in 
Dublin was referred to. veral groups of 
people feel this need, but no one group seems 
abie to give the necessary impetus to such an 
effort. Many of the members of the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union are suffering acutely 
from the terrible housing conditions, and 
they have manifested so passionate an in- 
terest in the problem that we, as officers of 
the I.W.W.0U.. invited the Rev. D. H. Hall, 
the Rev. Father Fitzgibbon, C.C. (of the 
Priests’ Social Guild), Senator Farren and 
Mr. Charles Eason, to meet us here and 
discuss the possibility of organising a hous- 
ing campaigu, in which every section of the 
ecmmunity would co-operate. After several 
discussions this mformal committee decided 
to issue a circular letter to organisations 
likely to be interested in housing, suggesting 
a conference to discuss the possibility of 
floating a housing loan at a low rate of 
interest, which would be devoted to the 
building of working class houses by such 
societies as the Association for the Housing 
of the Very Poor, St. Barnabas’s Public 
Utility Society and the Artisans’ Dwellings 
Company i 

This letter was sent to eleven organisations 
and nine individuals. We received three 
sympathetic and two unsympathetic replies 
from organisations and two sympathetic 
replies from individuals. Among the organi- 
sations which did not reply were the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Rotary Club. From 
these letters and from conversations with 
various people we have become very doubtful 
of the wisdom of the proposal for a loan. We 
are also must disappointed to find that many 
people make the question of the building 
workers’ wages and output the excuse for in- 
action on their own part. 

Without wishing to enter upon any contro- 
versy regarding this point, we beg to ask 
consideration for the following facts. Mr. 
Hall, whose experience must be accepted as 
of practical value, declares that he has nothing 
to complain of in the output of the men 
working on his scheme; he could not ask for 
anything better. Secondly, in estimating the 
value of the men’s wages, it is always over- 
looked that they are paid by the day, and 
that, owing to varying weather conditions and 
spells of unemployment, their wages, reckoned 
as a yearly income, are far from a high 
standard. Any lowering of the wage standard 
lowers the workers’ ability to pay economic 
rents. Dr. Crichton said, in concluding his 
lecture: “‘ See to it, gentlemen, that a revolu- 
tion starts among the well-to-do to improve 
the conditions of the poor.” We should like 
to add that, in their own interests, the well- 
to-do ought to take action in this matter of 
housing. All Dublin people live, consciously 
or sub-consciously, in the atmosphere of the 
slums; it permeates our life.

I, on one occasion, waited on 
Messrs. Pierce to try to induce them to deal 
directly with the Enniscorthy Co-operative 
Agricultural Society. The answer | got was 
that their agents would not allow them to 
recognise co-operative societies as traders. | 
pointed out that we co-operators had no wish 
to injure them with their agents, but we 
were anxious that our members should uss 
Irish-made machinery. 

I made a further suggestion—that the, 
should make one hundred ploughs, with the 
name of the society stamped on every plough 
instead of their own, and that cash woul 
be paid for them on delivery. This they also 
refused to do. The consequence was that-the 
order for one hundred ploughs went to 
Canada. If the Irish implement manu- 
facturers have anything to complain of, they 
have only themselves to blame, as it was 
solely owing to their action that co-operative 
farmers had to buy elsewhere.— Yours, etc.,

which, as I mentioned at a previous meeting, 
we are so anxiously awaiting. Harvest condi. 
tions would, indeed, have been more disastrous 
had not exceptiona] efforts been made by 
many farmers to overcome adverse conditions 
ot weather, and it is fortunate that so much 
was successfully accomplished. — 

You have seen from the report that we 
repeat on this occasion the dividend at the 
sightly higher rate announced in July last, 
and the addition of £10,000 to the reserve 
makes £20,000 allocated in the year and raises 
the fund up to a total equivalent to our paid- 
up capital. It is of interest to note that this 
reserve fund of £540,00) has been steadily 
built up from moneys which have been set 
apart from time to time from the c-dinary 
profits of the business. 

The dividend of 144 per cent. per ennum, 
less income tax, takes now £30, 15s., as 
against £31,156 17s. 6d. ut June last, and 

350 distributed at December, 1925, when 
the dividend was 104 per cent., free of tax.

industry. Though prices for livestock show-a 
tendency to improve. the cattle trade, both for 
the Free State and Northern Ireland, has been 
conducted at a disadvantage, owing to the 
restrictions necessitated, unfortunately, by the 
prevalence of foot-and-mouth disease on this 
side, and transactions at most local fairs have 
been much below the normal. The fall in the 
orice of butter has been another disturbing 
actor for some time past, and the gross 
adverse trade balance Íor the year for the 
Free State seems Jikely to reach a total of 
£17,000,000. 

AGRICULTURE AND LAND PURCHASE. 

There has been a steady perseverance in the 
struggle to reduce expenditure in the Free 
State, and the who ave of £4,000,000 
over the standing Army will probably be 
carried further and be supplemented by 
economies in other directions. The yield from 
Customs is now steadily augmenting the 
revenue, and it is pleasant to point tdbreduced 
figures for unemployment in the Free State 
and in Northern Ireland. I noticed recently a 
statement by the Minister for Agriculture of 
Northern Ireland pointing out that the pro 
gress of the North necessitated development of 
agriculture no less than that of the linen trade 
and of the great shipbuilding industry. 
Efforts are being made in North and South 
alike to improve the standard of farming, and 
by methods of education and supervision to 
bring the agricultural industry into a position 
to meet successfally the compctition from 
abroad and in the héme markets. The virtual 
completion of land purchase, bringing with it 
the extended assurance and confidence of 
ownership, should be a potent influence for 
advancement. 

_ Although there has been an appreciable fall 
in the value of land im almost all parts of 
Ireland, there are districts where full prices 
are still being paid for farms of good quality, 
an indication that improved conditions are 
hopefully awaited. notwithstanding the imme- 
diate depression. 

THE LINEN TRADE, 

Our reports from Belfast indicate that, on 
the whole, the year 1924 was probably the 
best experienced by the linen trade since 1920, 
and, bearing in mind the very anxious times 
through which the industry passed, we 
must hope that business may continue to 
expand and ensure a return to norma) profits 
and employment. 

The half-year to 31st ‘ult. was happily free 
from losses due to robberies from the cash 
by armed men, but I regret to say that 
recently there has been a recurrence of these 
troubles, and we have not entirely escaped. 
We deplore the fact that our staff at branches 
in cóuutry districts should be exposed to 
these experiences, one effect of which is to 
make it impossible for us as yet to resume 
the regular working of many of our gub- 
branches. 

You will notice from the report that the 
sub-office at snes | has been established 
now as a permanent branch. We have been

INCOME TAX DIFFICULTIES.

I shall be happy to 
answer any enquiries that you mav desire to 
make, and I now formally move—*' That the 
report and statement of accounts for the half- 
year to óist ult., as already delivered to the 
proprietors, be confirmed and adopted.”
